(words, figurative though they are, 
were expressive of realities to the 
Psalmic., t>o they are expressive of 
realities to us. To what blessing did 
the Psalmist refer when he said: "He 
niaketh me to lie down in green pas- 
tures, he leadeth me beside the still 
waters?" 
I wonder if that verse has 


not presented to some of us a picture 
of a shepherd that provides the best 
of food and drink for his flock? 
Up- 


on the surface it seems to teach us 
that, but upon second thought we 
realize that it is not food about which 
the sheep are concerned when they 
lie dow n and we know that the clear, 
spin K ling waters of the mountair 
would be far preferable for drinking 
to the still sluggish waters of the 
plain. So we conclude that those two 
terms, green pastures and still wa- 
ters, taken together are meant to de- 
scribe a locality, are meant to tell ub 
.hat the shepherd, in his kindness 
ind in his care for the flock, pro- 
vides them not only with food 
drink but provides also for then 
omlort and rest, surrounds them 
.vith an environment ot peacefulness 
aid beauty. 


We have here then a picture of a 


hcpherd who, in the early morning 
'ours, took his sheep up into tae 
nountains, where they might nip the 
lost ten dei 
blades of giass and 


\vhere they might drink water's most 
I-MI <ind pure. 
But when the noon 


loui would come, their hunger satis- 
ied, he would lead them down into 
>c \allej, beside the slow, still wa- 
ers, that they might lie down and 
rest. 
"Why did he not leave them up 


n the mountain wheie they might be 
tilled to sleep by the music of the 
vaters dancing over their rocky bed9 
Why did he not? Because he knew 
..hat in those mountain caverns of 
Palestine there lurked the lion and 


bear and that not peaceful could 


be the rest of the sheep in a place 
where, with the breaking of every 
twig, they would have been startled 
with fear lest it meant the approach 
of a natural enemy. So he took them 
clown into the valley where no harm 
;ould come to them, where the very 
scenery by which they would be sur- 
ounded would be suggestive of guar- 
dian care, peacefulness, and security 


-where the blessing of sleep might 


be theirs. 


Has the Lord, our shepherd, been 


ike-wise kind to us? 
Has he given 
us rest, has he surrounded us with 
beauty? 
Psalmist says:

jiveth his beloved sieep." Yes, that 
priceless boon which some men ac- 
cept from God night after night with- 
out ever thinking at the coming of 
the dawn to pause to thank Him, for

During the past year has God, our 


shepherd, led us out into the valley 
vhere our sleep might be calm and 
peaceful, or has he kept us in the

-nies? 
The figure is not inapt. Al- 
most within the memory of some of 


ou a white man could not, even in 
his locality, lay down his head for a 
night's rest without a feeling of inse- 
urity and unrest, for he knew not at 
.vhat hour the skulking "red skin" 
•ould come to burn and to kill. Our 
forefathers could not avail themselves 


r t^ie service of the sanctuary without 
aking some means to protect them- 
selves against the wild animals which 
•oamed the forests in some of the 
now most densely populated parts of 
his, our own sta'te. 


But tuese condition have today 
passed away. God has removed these 
enemies, has made us supreme and 
las enabled us during the year that 
has passed to lie down at night in se- 
curity and to rise up at morn and go 
01 th with feai lessness. 
Hence our 


sense of gratitude becomes greater 
as we look back over the immediate 
year that has passed and over the 
;cai s beyond, recognizing how much 
more highly we have been favored

alessing of peace and security has 
come to us not alone as individuals, 
not alone to one-tenth of us as a peo- 
ile, but to the whole nation, so that 
his becomes truly a National Thanks- 
giving Day.

The God of Peace, the 
good shepherd of the nations, has en- 
tcied into the hearts of our national 
leaders, directing them and enabling 
them to use arbitration in preference

And 
the beautiful part about it all is that 
ihe words of the Psalmist mean so 
much to us.

Storehouse and granaij are 
filled; tables groan beneath a burden 
or tempting tood. All have enough; 
oome have enough and to spaie. Vei- 
ily, our cup iiiiineth over,

enjojment of these material blessings 
may we never forget that Paul may

ot thankfulness. To Him on thib day I 
je 'iiianksgiving and praise without, 
measure tor His loving kindness, and;!

Text of the Lesson, II Cor. viii, 1-15. 


Memory Verse, 9—Golden Text, Acts 
xx,

The opening chapters of this epistle 


are verj much on the lines we have 
recently been studying, those of suffer- 
ing for Christ's sake and denial of self 
that His life may be manifest and that 
we in His stead may plead with man 
to be reconciled to God. We cannot 
thus plead unless we are showing 
something ot God in our own lives. 
So when I'aul speaks of and makes 
manifest the comfort which he has 
found in Christ and is heard say- 
ing, "Thanks be unto God, who always 
causeth us to triumph in Christ" 
(Ji. 14i, we feel likelisteuiug to one who 
can thus testify. Then when he tells 
us that this sufficiency is wholly from 
God and in no sense from us (iii, 5) we 
are encouraged, for we know that He 
is no respecter of pentoms. But when 
•we hear him say that to manifest the 
life of sons and daughters of the Lord 
Almighty we must be separate from 
all unbelief and unrighteousness and 
darkness and cleanse ourselves from 
all tilthiuess of the flesh and spirit (vi, 
14-18; vil, 1) we begin to wonder if we 
really mean to give ourselves to such a 
life. 


The lesson today on "The Grace of 


Giving" includes chapters viii and ix, 
though we have but a few verses as- 
signed us In ttie former. The heart of 
It seema to be in the memory verse 
rili. 9, with wuicb we should put ix; 15. 
"Thanks be unto God for His unspeak- 
able gift" Nothing can win us to a-life 
of self denial and cheerful-submission 
Or work In us the grace of giving-but 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who. though He' was rich, for our 
sakes became poor, that we, through 
His poverty, might be rich.- How few 
consider that the familiar benedictior. 
"The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be 
with yod." is rtfally a prayer that we 
may be as willing to beconv poor for 
the benefit of others as He was to 
humble Himself even unto death for 
us. "Beloved, if God so loved us we 
ought also to love one another" (I John 
iv. 11». 


It is written of certain Macedonian 


believers that they "first gave their 
own selves unto the Lord." and then, 
though very poor and greatly tried, the 
abundance of their joy caused them to 
abound in liberality (verses 1-5). No 
giving counts in the sight of God that 
is not from those who have first given 
themselves ro Him. He may respect 
the gifts ot" those who are seeking 
Him, as Cornelius did. but no will 
surely send lo such somehow increased 
lie;ht that they may truly know Him. 
Paul would stimulate the Corinthians 
by the example of the Macedonians, 
and yet he comforts them by the as 
surance that if they have a willing 
mind God will give them credit for :ul 
that they would do if they had the 
ability (vprse 12). 1 am often comtcrted 
by the assurance that what He expects 
us to do or to give He will not fail to 
give the ability for the service, so it is 
ever an application of I Sam., x, 7, 
"Do as occasion serve thee," or as in 
the margin. "Do as thine hnnd shall 
Oncl " Cut there is a word in Kcclcs. 
ix, 10, which is also pertinent. "VS hatso- 
ever thy hand h'ndeih to do. do it with 
thy mishf." 
It) the matter of giving 


we have the same principle in II Cor. 
ix, T. "Every man according as he pnr- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give not 
grudaingly or of necessity, for God 
loveth a cheerful (hilarious) giver." 


When we remember that whatever 


we are able to give to God we are giv- 
ing Him only that which lie first gave 
to us we can readily see that there is no 
room to boast of our giving. Listen to 
David as he gave his millions to the 
temple and saw his people offer so 
willingly: "Who am 1 and what is my 
people that we should be able to offer 
so 
-willingly after this <«>rt. for all 


things come of Thee, and ot Thine own 
have we given theeV" (I Chron. .\xLx. 
14.) 
Ask him w h y and how he did it 


and hear his reply: "Uocause 1 have 
set my affection to the house of my 
God; 
* * * 1 have prepared with all my 


might for the house of my God" (I 
Chron. xxix. 2, 3). See the Israelites 
giving for the building of the taberna- 
cle until Moses had to restrain them 
from bringiua. for the stuff they had 
brought was sufficient and too much. 


How great an illustration there is 


everywhere of sowing sparingly and 
reaping sparingly, but how few seem 
to understand the sowing bountifully 
and the reaping bountifully (ix, 0). I 
have for many years associated in my 
mind viii, 9, and ix, 8. the one tolling 
of His grace that Saves us and makes 
us rich to all eternity and the other of 
the -all grace that He will make to 
abound toward us. that we may have 
nil sufficiency in all things for every 
good work. In I Cor. xvi. '2, there is a 
good plan suggested in reference to 
giving, "Upon the first diiy of the week 
let every one of you lay by him in 
store as God hath prospered him," but 
I have found so much blessing for over 
twenty years in giving t<v thf> Lord at 
least otic-tenth of all He sends me that 
t must commend Mai. iii. 10. to all who 
Will receive it. But the tifho might be 
considered only our duty and only that 
-which is above the- tithe our real offer- 
Ing. 
Yet there must be no bondage. It 


must be dono cheerfully, not with any 
grndsro1. whatever is dono. Lot it bo 
hilarious, with a glad 'Praise tho Lord 
for the privilege" and, a hearty "Of 
Thine own do we give Thee."

HERE are two general classes 


£>*,-.• paras.ites ,,-that.- Affect ani- 
"mals^external1- and 
internal. 


Chief among • external para- 


sites are lice. These live in the hair 
next to the skin, feeding on it and 
causing the animal great annoyance. 
Not only- that, but animals badly af- 
fected with lice run down greatly in 
flesh, look bad and soon become mon- 
ey losers for their owners. There are 
many kinds of lice affecting horses, 
cattle and swine, with a few species 
that confine their attention to sheep 
and goats. 
These lice are of two 


kinds—sucking and biting. The treat- 
ment is much the same for both kinds, 
so that it -will not .be necessary to 
treat them separately. 


Lice are sometimes difficult to find, 


even when they • are present in con- 
siderable numbers. This is especially 
true of long haired animals. 
The 


neck, shoulders and root of tail are 
the places most frequently affected. 


Remedies For Lice. 


One of the best remedies for lice on 


hogs and cattle is crude' petroleum. 
That which has been prepared espe- 
cially for this purpose by having some 
of the kerosene taken out is best to 
use. 
It can be purchased for about 


$5 a barrel. 
The oil can be applied 


with a spray pump or with a paint 
brush, care being taken to see that 
the animal is thoroughly 
covered. 


Only one application 
is necessary, 


since the oil will adhere to the hair 
for two weeks or longer, killing the 
young lice as they hatch. 


This treatment, because of its greasi- 


ness. cannot be applied to horses that 
are being used nor to milk cows. For 
these kerosene emulsion is a good 
remedy. It is prepared as follows: Dis- 
solve one-half pound of soap in one 
gallon of boiling -water. Remove from 
fire and add two gallons of kerosene. 
Churn violently vrith a spray pump of 
paddle until a white, creamy mass is 
formed. This is prepared for use by 
adding nine parts of water to one of 
the mixture. It can be applied with a 
brush, or rag when only a few animals 
are to be treated. If many are affect- 
ed they can be shut in a small /yard 
and soaked thoroughly with a spray 
pump. . A second treatment at the end 
of eight days will be necessary to kill 
the young lice that hatch. Any of 
the coal tar dips can be used in the 
same way. Crude carbolic acid diluted 
with 100 parts of water is also a good 
remedy for lice. 


These liquid applications cannot well 


be used in winter, and it is at that 
time that the lice are the worst. They 
often become especially troublesome 
on colts toward spring. 
Pyrethrum, 


or insect powder, dusted into the hair 
will kill many of the parasites. To- 
bacco dust may also be used. Sulphur 
and lard, mixed to form an ointment 
and rubbed into the infested places, 
are effective. 


The simple way to handle lice on 


hogs is to dip them. A dipping tank 
can be cheaply made by digging a hole 
the required size and putting a thick 
layer of cement on the inside. 
The 


end at which the hogs come out should 
be slopit>" 
with cleats to jrivp them

the maggots make their way into the 
mouth and from there bore through 
the flesh of the back, which they reach 
early the next spring. The best reme- 
dy is to kill the warbles in the backs 
of the cattle by squeezing them out 
and crushing them. 
Thus they are 


prevented from dropping to the ground 
and developing into flies to lay eggs 
for next season's crop of warbles. 


Horses are considerably bothered by 


bot flies. The bot fly lays its eggs on 
the front legs and breast of the ani- 
mal. 
As these hatch the larvae are 


taken into the mouth of the horse and 
find their way to the stomach, where 
they attach themselves to the walls. 
If present only in small numbers the 
effects are not noticeable,* but in large 
numbers they seriously 
affect 
the 


health of the horse and sometimes 
even cause death. As there is no way 
to dislodge the bots after they have 
once attached themselves to the stom- 
ach, the only way to combat them is 
by prevention. 
This can be accom- 


plished by scraping the eggs off the 
horse's legs every day or so with a 
blunt knife or rubbing over them a 
rag wet with kerosene. 


Flies. 


Among the most troublesome ex- 


ternal parasites of horses and cattle 
are flies. During the summer months 
they cause great loss of flesh and re- 
duction of milk flow. The numbers of 
these pests can be greatly reduced by 
preventive measures. Flies breed in 
manure piles and refuse of all kinds. 
By keeping the yards as clean as pos- 
sible and sprinkling any manure that 
is left with lime the multiplication of

the pests can be greatly discouraged. 
The worst of the fly family is the horn 
fly. This is a small black fly. attack- 
ing cattle chiefly. 
It has a habit of 


gathering about the shoulders and 
horus at night, which gives it its name. 
One of the most effective means of 


dealing with the horn fly is to apply 
repellent mixtures to the animals 
Equal parts of nsh oil and tar or axle 
grease can be used. One application 
will last a week or ten days. Spray- 
ing with kerosene emulsion helps 
though this will not last nearly as long 
as the o;her-remedies. Kerosene emul- 
sion or carbolic acid solution is one of 
the best remedies for horseflies. Oils 
cannot be used on horses 'because oi 
their disagreeable character. Good fly 
nets do a great deal to keep flies away 


Sheep Parasites. 


Sheep are more frequently affected 


with parapites than any other domes- 
tic animal. The worst of the external 
parasites is the scab mite. This is an 
insect so small that it can hardly be 
seen without a ..magnifying glass. 
It 


causes the formation of scabs, under 
which it hides. Any of the standard 
dips can be used to combat it. The 
•lime-sulphur dip is usually regarded 
a-3 the most effective. 
It is made by 


slaking twenty pounds of fresh liine 
and twenty-five pounds of sulphur to- 
gether with water to make up to 100 
gallons. 
Boil twenty 
minutes and 


strain before xising. The scab mite is 
a hard pest to kill, and the dipping 
must be thorough. The mixture is 
more effective if kept heated to 110 
degrees F. The sheep should be held 
in the solution until the scabs are 
thoroughly soaked. Rubbing the dip 
into the scabs with a stiff brush makes 
the treatment more certain. It should 
be repeated in ten days. 
Dipping in 


the spring just after shearing and 
again in the fall will do much to keep 
the scab mite in • control. The same 
treatment is effective for ticks and 
lice. 


The worst internal parasite of sheep 


is worms. They cause more losses in 
the sheep business than all other para- 
sites and disease combined. A "best" 
remedy for worms has not yet been 
discovered. As good a plan as any is 
a tablespoonful of turpentine in five 
of milk. This is more of a prevention 
than a cure. Begin when the lambs 
are three weeks old and give a dose 
every three weeks until the last of Oc- 
tober. Keep them off feed twelve hours 
before drenching. Great care must be 
taken in drenching a sheep to keep 
from strangling it. Another good rem- 
edy is one-half ounce of arica nut mix- 
ed with three grains of santonin and 
dissolved in three ounces of milk. For 
lambs only half this dose should be 
given. Give a dose every day for three 
days. 


Worms In Pigs. 


Pigs are often badly affected with 


worms. 
Much of the so called hog 


cholera is only a bad case of worms. 
TJnthriftiness and coughing are the 
most common symptoms. One of the 
best remedies is powdered sulphate of 
iron given at the rate of as much as 
can be piled on a ten cent piece to 
the hundred pounds of pig. Mix with 
slop and give every morning for a 
week or two weeks if the pigs are 
badly affected. Be sure that each pig: 
gets his share. If they are not given | 
any supper the night before the reme- ! 
Sr will be more effective. 
After the 


treatment the litter around the yard 
should be raked up and burned to de- 
stroy the worms and eggs. This is a 
precaution which it will be prudent not 
to neglect if it is expected that the 
pest will be eradicated.
